HE front page of every American newspaper 


ifives daily evidence of America's happy es- 


tate. All the grave news originates in Europe: 
America's own_contributions to the news of the 
world differ little from what they were before 
(lie war. 
Sports, accidents, elopements, di- 


vorces, beauty contests and the like fill the 


. American news columns. 


But, in Europe, most of the. news is about 


the increasingly difficult efforts of the victors 
and vanquished alike to recover their strength. 
Happy America! Yes, bnt in danger, too. For 
Europe's present turmoil and .despair point to 
another war as a b ad gamble with fate. Amer- 
ica, too far a-way to feel the fears of Europe, is 
slipping into unconsciousness of what' is going 
on across the Atlantic, 


Another war inevitably would involve the 


tfnited States, just as the last one did. The ques- 
tion of neutral rights, by •which America could 
swing the conflict any way it chose, would carry 
Unde Sam into the fight to defend his rights 
against one side or the other. 


It is to America's advantage, therefore, to 


guard against a second conflict- "Whatever the 
points at issue in Europe, America's own self- 
interest reqtdres that Jhey be settled peacefully. 
Hence, America must keep watch. To return 
lo the isolation of the years before the war will 
be fatal. To leave Europe to itself wiH be. to 
drrre Eorope to war. 
America jnust prevent 


that in self-defense. Happy America may cause 
a world catastrophe, if America's desire for hap- 
piness leads to forgett'ulness of the world and 
jls terrible problems which are still unsolved. 


How Do They Suit Yoo? 


.THEY arc talking rather glibly about a return 
i* to fie bine laws. The idea, which is expected 
to be brought to the early attention of congress, 
way be rather far-reaching in its effects. And a 
great many people wiH be interested in how the 
nation's lawmaking body handles the problem. 


Just now, though, some wonder if there are 


not a great many who do not understand what 
the "blue laws" of early Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts were- Here were some of them under 
which our forefathers "did the best they could":
